A, In moft Things they agree with the Greek 
Church from which they firft received their Rell- 


gion, but they have indeed added to it a great ma- 


ny Ridiculous Ceremonies and Foolith Superftiti- 
ons of their own, Their Creed hike thar of the 
Greeks is the fame with curs, excepting only their 
Ancient Error, concerning the Proceeding of the 
Holy Spirit from the Father alone, In other Points 


they tec to ftand in fume middle Terms of Opt-. 


nion bewween Proreitants and Papifts. In Praying 
to Saints, auricular Conteilion, offering of Sacrifice 
and Prayer for the Dead, and Worthipping of Pi- 
Ctures (but not Images) they differ very litle 
from the Chuich of Rome. Bur fome fay, they 
deny the Doctrine of Traafubftanuation, and Pur- 
gary, Adminifter the Sacrament in both Kinds to 
allabove + Years of Age, acd to Children under 
that Ave they give it but incne Kind. The Invo- 
cation of Saints is a Principa! Pare of their Devot- 
om, ef{pecially of St. Nicholas and the Virgin Mary, 
(6 whom they render Divine Worthip. They 
have no fuch Thing as Sermons, but their Service 
contifts only in Reading of tome Pfalms and Chap- 
ters of the Bille, with St. Bafi’s Lithurgy, St. - 
thanafius’s Creed and fome Homiiies of Sr. Chr fc- 
fiom, which they have Tranflated into their own 
Language. Marriage is a neceffary Qualiftcanion 
for aii teat take Orders amongft them, but yet 
they fourth Marriages with Death in all, 
They efteem Baptiim abiolutely neceflary to Sal- 
Vation, and in the Adminiftiing of «1 ule a great 
Deal of Superftition like the Remanifis; as in Ex- 
Orcifing the Child at the Church Door, which they 


think drives the Devil out of it; hanging a Crofs 
of Gold, Silver or Lead, about its Neck, which 


it muft wear ull Death ; otherwife it cannot have 
Chrijtiay Buria) ;  affignirg a Saint to it, which it 
muft Reverence for its Patron; purring Salt into 


1s Mouth; making the tgn of the Crols on irs 


Forehead, Hands, Breafts and Back with Cenfe- 
crated Oyl; and dipping it three times in the 
Water.

A. Thefe Winds are only in Places between or 
near the Tropicks, of which fome are called ge- 
neral or Trade Winds, as blowing nearly from tke 
fame Poinr of the Conipats all the Year round, 
Such a Wind their is in the Atlantic and Ethiopic 
Seas, and in the Pactfi: Ocean, in which there 
is a Conftans Ecfter/y Wind without any confider- 
able Variation. The fame is alfo obferved in the 
Indian Ocean, between the Lat. of 10 and 30 
Deg. Soutr, between Mudagafcar and Hollandia 
Nova. Mott other Places of the Indian Ocean, ef- 
pecially rear the kquator are Subject co Periodical 
Wind or Monioons, which for fome Months blow 
conftantly trom the fame Point of the Compafs, and 
when thele Ceale, contrary Winds begin, and latt 
asiong. Moft ot the Particulars of this Kind are 
wellexpiained by Mr Haley in his Hiftorical Ac- 
count of Trace-Winds and Monfoons, as alfo the 
Phyfical Cauie of them which we have formerly 
givenan Acc Ount of, and therefcre need net Repeat 
there. Burit we thoud farther extend our Engui- 
ry, into the Pi.cncmena of Winds over rhe whole 
Gicbe, there is fuch a variety in their Pericds, 
Force and Direction cauled by the Irregular Sur- 
face of the Jerraqucous Globe, as the Situation of 
Mounrains,- Valites and Woods, and the various 
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Nature of the Soil, more orlefs capable of retair- 
ing and refiecting Hear, and of exhaling and con- 
denfing Vapors, that it woud be an endleis Task, 
to apply the faid Phyfical Cavfe (though holding 
true in General) to all the Particulasities that may 
fal] under Confideration. |

A. Damps are often cauled by the meer Stagna- 
tion of the Air, even tho chcre is nothing to hin- 
der irs Communication with that Air, which is frefh 
and liable to no Corruption. For in old Pits or 
M.nes, in which there has been no Digging for a 
long Time, no Laving, Drawing or Pumping of 
Water, all which keep the Air in motion, Damps 
are moft frequent and dangerous notwithftanding 


that thofe Pits were all the time kept open, Itis 


not therefore the meer Imprifonment, bur the want 
of Motion in the Air that is often the Caufe of 
its Corruption. Air is like Water, which never 
Corrupss ull it S.agoates, and it is then moft ge- 
nerally that it becomes Poyfonous. Indeed the 
meer Corruption of the Simple Air may not per- 


haps be very dangerous ; however during its Stag- 


natn it is lab'e ro be Impregnared with many 
Sulpbhureous, Arfenical, Nitrous, or other Mine- 


ral Steams, thar may be Incident to the Place in— 


wt ch iis confined: And then no wonder that it 


affets the Animal Spirits in the fame manner as 


Poyfonous Bodies themfelves wou'd do.
